IN  the  year  1774,  being  mnch  indisposed  both  in 
mind  and  body,  incapable  of  diverting  myself  either 
with  company  or  books,  and  yet  in  a  condition  that 
made  some  diversion  necessary,  I  was  glad  of  any 
thing  that  would  engage  ray  attention  without  fa> 
tiguing  it.  The  children  of  a  neighbour  of  mine  had 
a  leveret  given  them  for  a  plaything;  i|^as  at  that 
time  about  three  months  old.  Understanding  better 
how  to  tease  the  poc^^eature  than  to  feed  it,  and 
soon  becoming  weary  of  their  charge,  they  readily 
consented  that  their  father,  who  saw  it  pining  and 
growing  leaner  ever^  day,  should  oflTer  it  to  my  ac- 
ceptance. I  was  willing  enough  to  take  the  prisoner 
under  my  protection,  perceiving  that,  in  the  ma. 
nagement  of  such  an  animal,  and  in  the  attempt  to 
tame  it,  I  should  find  just  that  sort  of  employment 
which  my  case  required.  It  was  soon  known  among 
the  neighbours  that  I  was  pleased  with  the  present; 
and  the  consequence  was,  that  in  a  short  time  1  had 
as  many  leverets  offered  to  me  as  would  have  stock* 
ed  a  paddock.   I  undertook  the  care  of  three,  which 
it  is  necessary  that  I  should  here  distinguish  by  the 
names  I  gave  them— Puss,  Tiney,  and  Bess.    Not- 
withstanding the  two  feminine  appellatives,  T  roust 
inform  you  that  they  were  all  males.    Immediately 
commencing  carpenter,  1  built  them  houses  to  sleep 
in  I  each  had  a  separate  apartment,  so  contrived, 
thai  their  ordure  would  pass  through  the  bottom  of 
*  it;  a«  earthen  pan  placed  under  each  received  what- 
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to  enumerate,  that  he  was  hap{>ier  in  hu 
ly,  than  when  shut  up  with  hid  ualuial  coi 

t  !>o  Thie^' :  upon  him  tlie  kindest  treatr 
lot  the  leaat  eflect.  IJe  too  was  sick,  au 
ckue>s  had  au  equal  shaie  of  my  atl*ut 
',  after  his  recover^*,  I  took  the  lihcrtv  to  sti 
:ie  would  giuut,  strike  with  hiskfoie  fcet.sp 
rd,  aud  bite.  Jle  was  however  very  enteit 
I  his  way;  even  his  suilii.ess  was  matte 
;  and  iu  his  play  he  preset  ved  such  au 
ivlty,  and  performed  his  fiats  with  such  a 
ty  of  uiauner,  that  in  him  too  1  had  an  ag 
ompauion. 

s,  who  died  soon  after  he  was  full  grown, 
i  death  was  occasioned  by  his  b«inj{  tur 
lis  box,  which  had  beeu  wfished,  while  it 
tmp,  was  a  hare  of  great  humour  aud  droll 
was  tamed  by  geutle  usa^e ;  Tiniry  was  uo 
T.ed  at  all ;  and  Less  had  a  courage  aud  < 
e  that  made  him  tame  fiom  the  beginning. 
s  admitted  them  into  the  pailour  after  sup 
the  carpet  alfurdini;  their  feet  a  firm  h< 
vould  fiiak,  aud  bound,  aud  |  lay  a  thous 
jIs,  in  which  Bess,  beiug  remaikably  str 
>ailess,  was  always  superior  to  the  rest, 
i  himself  the  Vestiis  of  the  paity.   One  e« 
e  cat,  beiug  iu  the  room,  had  the  hardiues 
;ss  upon  the  cheek,  au  iiuiiguily  which  he 
.  by  drumming  upon  her  back  with  such 
that  the  cat  was  ha|,  py  to  escape  from  un 
ws,  aud  hide  herself. 

fscrite  these  auimals  as  having  each  a  chai 
his  owu.  Such  they  weie  iu  fact,  and  tf 
enances  weie  so  expressive  of  that  charac 
when  I  looked  only  on  the  face  of  eithei 
liately  knew  which  it  was.    It  is  said  tha 
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that  I  was  cleauing  a  bird-cage  while  the  liares 
were  with  me :  I  placed  a  pot  filled  with  such  sand 
upon  the  floor,  which  being  at  once  directed  to  by 
a  strong  instinct,  they  devoured  voraciously ;  since 
that  time  I  have  generally  taken  care  to  see  them 
veil  supplied  with  it.  They  account  green  corn  a 
delicacy,  both  blade  and  stalk,  but  the  ear  they  sel- 
dom eat :  straw  of  any  kind,  especially  wheat-straw, 
is  another  of  their  dainties;  they  wilt  feed  greedily 
upon  oats,  but  if  furnished  with  clean  straw  never 
want  them ;  it  serves  them  also  for  a  bed,  and,  if 
shaken  up  daily,  will  be  kept  sweet  and  dry  for  a 
considerable  time.  They  do  not  indeed  require  aro- 
matic herbs,  but  will  eat  a  small  quantity  of  them 
"With  gatat  relish,  and  are  particularly  fond  of  the 
plant  called  musk;  they  seem  to  resemble  sheep  in 
this,  that,  if  their  pasture  be  too  succulent,  they  are 
very  subject  to  the  rot;  to  prevent  which,  I  always 
made  bread  their  principal  nourishment,  and,  Ailing 
a  pan  with  it  cut  into  small  squares,  placed  it  every 
evening  in  their  chambers,  for  they  feed  only  at 
evening  and  in  the  night:  during  the  winter,  when 
vegetables  were  not  to  be  got,  I  mingled  this  mess 
of  bread  with  shreds  of  carrot,  adding  to  it  tit*  rind 
of  apples  cut  extremely  thin  ;  for,  though  they  are 
food  of  the  paring,  the  apple  itself  disgusts  them. 
These  however  not  being  a  sufficient  substitute  for 
the  juice  of  summer  herbs,  they  must  at  this  time 
be  supplied  with  water;  Iwt  so  placed,  that  they 
cannot  overset  it  in  their  beds.  1  must  not  omit, 
that  occasionally  they  are  much  pleased  with  twigs 
of  hawthorn,  and  of  the  common  brier,  eating  even 
the  very  wood  when  it  ia  of  considerable  thici^ness. 
Bess,  I  have  said,  died  young  ;  Tiney  lived  to  be 
nine  years  old,  and  died  at  last,  I  have  reason  to 
think,  of  some  hurt  in  his  loins  by  a  fall ;  Puss  is 
atill  living,  and  has  just  completed  his  tenth  year, 
discovering  no  signs  of  decay,  nor  e'^i^ti  o^  ^%^«  <^^- 
•ept  that  he  i»  grown  more  dlacreet  «a4  \a%^  ItcMvK^
